return of so famous an educator. 


Mr. Dafoe was born sixty-eight 
years ago in Camberwell, Ontario, 
and received his formal education in 
the public and high schools of Arn- 
prior. Later he taught school near 
his native place, and during these 
years he read widely and with won- 
derful retention and appreciation. 
We may perhaps conjecture that it 
was at this time that Mr. Dafoe ac- 
quired the foundations of the range 
of knowledge which greatly aided 
both the facility of his pen and the 
incisiveness of his thinking. 

While still under twenty, the high 
daring of the young man led him to 
organize the Ottawa Journal in 1885. 
The venture prospered; and although 
Mr. Dafoe left his nursling after five 
months of tending it, he was well jus- 
tified in writing these fond words 
of it in 1912: “I still admire the 
nerve with which, being still in my 
*teens, I undertook to organize and 
bring into existence a daily news- 
paper. In this enterprise I was 
assisted by colleagues equally vener- 
able in years and equally assured that 
the world was our oyster to be opened 
by the sharpened end of a lead pen- 
cil.” And even so early in life Mr. 
Dafoe displayed that political saga- 
city so well attested to in his con- 
stant advocacy of liberalism: “I have 
distinet recollections that on divers 
oceasions I found it necessary to point 
out the error of their ways to various 
governments, and to indicate the true 
road to repentance and to courses 
more acceptable to the great organ 
of public opinion which I controlled. 
Their recalcitrance brought its re- 
ward. All these governments in due 
time came to bad ends.”? Undoubted- 
ly Mr. Dafoe’s prediction for the 
present administration is both dire 
and accurate. 

In 1901 began Mr. Dafoe’s long 
period of unbroken service with the 
Winnipeg Free Press. It is mainly 
through that truly “great organ of 
public opinion” that his sane personal 
and political idealism became a per- 
manent force in Western Canadian 
opinion. 

Since the war Mr. Dafoe has writ- 
ten several books on Canadian poli- 
tics and international affairs. “Over 
Canadian Battlefields,’ ‘Laurier, a 
Study of Canadian Politics,” and 
“Clifford Sifton in Relation to His 


THE NEW COUNCIL 
GOES TO WORK 


Committee Appointed—Publicity 


Manager, New Official, to be 
Chosen by Committee 


Since its inception in April the 
Students’ Council for the session 
1934-35 has had two meetings. At 
the first meetin various committees 
were set up to facilitate appointments 
to certain student offices. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee was appointed, to 
consist of the President of the Union, 
the Vice-President, the Secretary and 
the Treasurer. The Council ap- 
pointed Dr. Wallace as Honorary Pre- 
‘sident for the forthcoming academic 
yéar, and Arthur Bierwagen as 
N.F.C.U.S. representative. Mr. Ralph 
Adshead was given power of attorney, 
for the summer months, in connec- 
tion with Students’ Union business. 
The vacancies on the Committee on 
Student Affairs were filled by the 
appointments of Lawrence Bergman, 
George Caspar, William Epstein and 
Edward Donald. Students’ Union 
fees for 1934-5 were set at the same 
amount as at the close of the 1933- 
34 session, the schedule of these fees 
being: Students’ Union General, 
$5.00, Evergreen and Gold, $3.00; 
Gateway, $2.00; Rink, $1.00. A 
committee was appointed to investi- 
gate the allocation of the reserve for 
equipment, and the President of the 
Union was made chairman of a com- 
mittee to investigate the establishing 
of a publicity bureau. 

At its second meeting the Council 
was mainly occupied in receiving re- 
ports and voting upon the recom- 
mendations of the various commit- 
tees. The Council ratified the ap- 
pointment of Ted Bishop as Director 
of Evergreen and Gold, and Douglas 
McDermid as Editor and Robert 
Brown as Manager of The Gateway 
for 1934-35.

LIQUOR IN RESIDENCE 


At the next meeting of the Senate of the University the authorities 
will ask them to ratify a resolution prohibiting the use of liquor in 
Residence. There is no question but that this resolution will be sanctioned 
by the Senate, and it will be extremely popular in the province generally. 
This prohibition will include all functions held on the campus, and the 
new rule is to be rigidly enforced by a special officer to be appointed. 

Until 1929 liquor was not allowed in the Residences, but in that year 
it was thought that, by removing the prohibition and leaving the enforce- 
ment of discipline to the House Committee, a satisfactory solution to the 
problem could be arrived at. This has not proved to be the case, and 
this year several flagrant violations of the understanding as to the use of 
liquor have necessitated the return to the former state of affairs. 

The position of the authorities is extremely difficult.. They are held 
responsible for the conduct: of all the students. The conduct of one 
student, no matter how reprehensible, brands the rest, and once these 
rumors of our “bestiality”? become current, we can hardly expect the 
Legislature not to cut our grant. We must always remember that we 
are a State University, and must satisfy the general public that their 
expenditure is justified. : es 

Our law allows a man over twenty-one to use liquor, but this privilege 
is conditional that he is not to misuse it. At one time this province tried 
prohibition, and this was found to be quite unworkable. In the University 
Residences a large number of the students are over twenty-one and legally 
are allowed liquor. By far the greatest number of these students have 
never abused this privilege, and the unfortunate result of this restriction 
will be that they will be placed in the same category as those who have 
offended. It has been amply proven that the students themselves are not 
competent to deal with breaches of the regulations concerning liquor. We 
do not feel that the House Committee are to blame in this respect, nor 
can there be any criticism of them because of the recent happenings in 
Residence. 

As the students themselves are unable to deal with the question, there 
can be no regrets that the duty is to be delegated to a special officer, who 
himself will be responsible to the Provost. This will prove to be the most 
satisfactory arrangement, but why couldn’t this officer have been appointed 
to enforce the arrangement as it stood? As it is, this absolute prohibition 
will cause endless friction; some students will refuse to return to Residence, 
and many will break the rule and suffer the consequences. Such rules and 
regulations never tend to make conditions easier for either the authorities 
or the students.

MEN’S AND WOMEN’S ATHLETIC 
ASSOCIATIONS 


These associations, under the ca- 
pable direction of their respective 
presidents, Fred Gale and Helen Ford, 
have enjoyed a most successful year. 
It has been observed during the last 
few years that athletics have been at 
a low ebb. This has, I feel, been 
due to the cyclic interest of the stu- 
dent body. That interest has this 
year begun to increase. 
of course, in no small part to the 
efforts of the executives and to the 
calibre of the teams produced in all 
departments of the associations. 


Very few of our teams were out- 
classed in any competitions and, con- 
sidering the number of clubs in the 
associations, this in itself speaks 
highly for our sports. It is clear 
beyond a doubt that our associations 
are the strongest of their kind in 
the province. 

I cannot speak too highly of the 
Council representations. Contrary to 
what has sometimes been evident in 
the past, I was pleased to note a 
most impartial attitude on all ques- 
tions, whether or not it might be 
partly to their own detriment. I am 
convinced it is only such harmony 
that will preserve the proper balance 
and relation that should exist be- 
tween these associations and all other 
clubs in the Union. 

Men’s Athletics 

In his report, Mr. Gale makes the 
following observations: 

The co-operation which the Stu- 
dents’ Council have given the Men’s 
Athletic Association in the past year 
have been very gratifying. They 
have assisted and advised the asso- 
ciation to its benefit, to a degree not 
realized by the general student body. 


_The material assistance, cheerfully 
given by the faculty, has smoothed 
the direction of sports in no small 
way. Particularly do those students 
engaged in athletics wish to thank 
Dr. MacEachran, Professor Matthews, 
Dean Howes, Dr. Hardy and the hon- 
orary president, Brother Philip. 

Feeling the need for a revamping 
of the direction in organizing major 
sports, the administration of sport at 


.} other universities was enquired into. 


It became apparent that the most 
satisfactory method used was that of 
an Athletic Directorate, consisting of 
faculty, graduate and undergraduate 
students. This type of administration 
would solve the problem of continuity 
In personnel, and thus obviate the 
difficulties which arise from inexperi- 
ence. So too the directorate would 
be budgeted a consistent amount each 
year, thus providing permanency in 
policy. A change such as this is a 
big step to take, and it was felt that 
the investigation had not been suffi- 
ciently complete to put it to the stu- 
dents. It is hoped that the incoming 
executive will carry on the work in 
this connection. 


A set of training rules has been 
drawn up to apply to all senior 
sports. It is the intention that these 
rules be rigidly enforced with a pen- 
alty of suspension if violation occurs. 
It is hoped that the new Enforcement 
Committee will lend teeth to these 
rules by dealing with all cases. It is 
hoped also that after a year of trial 
these rules will be incorporated in 
the constitution. 

Rugby 

The rugby season of 1933-34, al- 
though not productive of a cham- 
pionship team, did lay a foundation 
for the coming year. It is felt that 
a high standard of clean sportsman- 
ship has established a reputation for 
Alberta which must be guarded 
zealously. Although winning games 
is indeed a pleasure in the long run, 
that power to raise the standard of 
sport in the province, and which is 
ours, should be the focus of our 
efforts. 

Basketball 


An inter-city basketball league was 
established. Alberta won three of 
the. six games. The schedule was 
anything but satisfactory, and it 
would be to Alberta’s advantage to 
attempt an early date in the fall to 
arrange a time-table. Intermediate 
and interfaculty basketball have de- 
veloped, and their importance recog- 
nized as ground for any student who 
likes the game. i 

Hockey 


The calibre of the hockey team 
this year was greatly improved, due 
in a large measure to superior coach- 
ing. For the first time since 1930 
intercollegiate hockey was indulged 
in. In a four-game series with Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta won the Halpenny 
Cup, emblematic of the championship 
of Western Canadian Intercollegiate 
hockey. 

Women’s Athletics 


Miss Ford reports as follows: 

Athletic activities commenced in 
the fall with track. The annual in- 
terfaculty track and field day was 
held at the track on October 7th, at 
which time the team for the. inter- 
collegiate meet was’ chosen. 


In connection with tennis we were 
informed recently by Dr. Wallace that 
Mrs. Frederick Hammond has _ pre- 
sented a trophy for competition in 
intercollegiate tennis in the mixed 
doubles in memory of Priscilla Ham- 
mond, who was outstanding in tennis 
circles at the University. 

During the winter hockey and 
basketball formed the major sports 
on the campus. The basketball teams

were coached by Mr. George Parney, 
and the hockey teams by Mr. Frank 
Edwards, both of these coaches re- 
ceiving an honorarium of $100. In 
both basketball and hockey the ma- 
terial for the teams was for the most | 
part from the first two years, and 
therefore rather inexperienced, so 
that the year was spent, and I think 
profitably, in working up the teams 
and training them for future years. 
The material is good in both these 
fields, and it is to be hoped that the 
results of coaching and training will 
be obvious next year. 


All girls interested in basketball | 
who were not senior nor intermediate - 
material played in the House League. 
During the last two years there has 
been a decided increase in the num- 
ber of girls turning out to House 
League, and this year a coach was 
paid $15.00 to give them one hour a 
week coaching and refereeing. The 
value of House League basketball as — 
well as all other interfaculty sports 
is inestimable as a training ground 
for future senior teams. 

Hockey entered both a senior and 
an intermediate team in the city 
league, played excellent games, but 
as is usual with University teams 
which probably play together for one 
or two months at the most before 
entering competition, came up against 
teams that have been playing together 
over a period of years, and of course 
were outclassed. 

The women’s intercollegiate swim- 
ming meet against Saskatchewan was 
held on March 8rd in conjunction — 
with the men’s meet. The trophy 
here went to Saskatchewan. 

As student feeiing has been defi- 
nitely against any raise in the amount 
of money allocated to student activi- 
ties this year, I feel that the fact 
that none of the women’s teams have 
travelled this year is not to be de- 
plored, but rather to be commended. 

I have already made the suggéstion 
to the students’ commission that in- 
vestigated the finances of the Union 
that the most effective way of cut- 
ting down expenditure in athletics 
would be to absolutely abilosh for a 
time any intercollegiate competition, 
and concentrate entirely on sport 
within the University. I might qualify 
this suggestion by adding sport with- — 
in the province. This plan would not 
only cut down expenditure, but it 
would help to build up interest in 
athletics which, it must be admitted, 
is not what it should be. It would 
eliminate any feeling in the Uni- 
versity against the favored few that 
take all the benefits of the expendi- 
ture on athletics. Finally, it would 
tend to promote a friendly feeling 
throughout the province in athletic 
circles. From this point of view, 
therefore, I feel that this year has, 
at least in Women’s Athletics, been 
a very successful year.

UNION REPORT -- OR ALL IS WELL 


REPORT TO COMMITTEE ON 
STUDENT AFFAIRS 

To the Committee on Student 
Affairs: : 

As President of the Students’ Union 
Union for the session 1933-34 I re- 
spectfully submit the following re- 
port on the activities of the year. 

General 

It has been said that the only way 
to overcome the evils of democracy is 
through the practice of more democ- 
racy. Applying this truth to our 
immediate considerations, we can say 
that the only way to overcome the 
difficulties of self-government lies in 
the practicing of more self-govern- 
ment. Our system of student govern- 
ment on this campus stands today, 
the result of many years’ planning 
and progress on the part of past gen- 
erations of students. Our govern- 
ment machinery, through its  sub- 
sidiary bodies, is able to provide for 
all types of activities and endeavors 
desired by the campus community of 
students. We, as a body of students 
through our Union, are not only af- 
fording ourselves the stimulation to 
a keener conception of the value of a 
university training, but we are also 
gleaning the essentials of good citi- 
zenship for that time when we shall 
take our place in the community as 
citizens. 

The Students’ Council, acting as 
the representative and _ responsible 
legislating body of the Union, recog- 
nizes and appreciates its delegated 
authority. Any matters which have 
come before the Committee on Stu- 
dent Affairs have been settled to the 
satisfaction of both faculty and stu- 
dents. This committee has had a 
very necessary and helful part to 
play during the past year, both in 
the observation of Students’ Council 
legislation and in the dispatching of 
disciplinary measures. I should like 
to express just here the sincere thanks 
of myself and my colleagues to the 
faculty members of the Committee 
on Student Affairs. Especially 
would I express appreciation to Dr. 
Wallace and Dr. MacEachran for the 
helpful advice proffered me and the 
keen interest they have shown in the 
Union. 

The Students’ Council, consisting 
this year of seventeen members, has 
legislated for the student body on all 
matters pertaining to student activity. 
Meetings were held weekly and semi- 
weekly, there being in all twenty-one 
meetings. It may be felt by some 
that the size of the Council is too 
large. I hasten to point out, how- 
ever, that the vast majority of the 
many and diverse matters considered 
throughout the year, were given 
thorough consideration with facilitat- 
ing discussion by the majority of the 
Council. Then again I consider it 
wise to have Men’s and Women’s 
Athletics along with the Literary 
Association to have two representa- 

tives each in view of the fact that 
into these three departments goes a 
bulk of the Students’ money. The 
faculty representatives are a group 
which I feel maintain a balance since 
they come not representing any one 
activity. A great deal of the execu- 
tive work has been done in the Execu- 
tive Committe this year. This Com- 
mittee, consisting of the President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer, has met weekly, firstly to 
dispatch any matter which was not of 
sufficient importance to go to the 
Council and, secondly, to consider 
and discuss every matter to be pre- 
sented\ to the Council. This facili- 
tated discussion and business at 
Council meetings considerably. I 
would advise a continuation of the 
policy of centring the starting point 
for all business and legislation in the 
Executive Committee. 

On certain occasions the start of a 
meeting has been delayed due to the 
fact that a quorum was not present. 
In this connection I would like to 
point out this fact; that when a 
student has been elected to a position 
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on the Students’ Council, he or she 
is breaking faith with the student 
body when the responsibility of turn- 
ing out to Council meetings is over- 
looked. So too the individual who 
persists in coming late to a meeting 
is failing in his or her responsibility 
to the other members of the Council. 
I make these remarks, not casting 
any reflection on any one of my 
fellow councillors, but with the hope 
that members of the new Council will 
appreciate the above facts. 

The results of the management of 
the Council will be reflected in the 
measure of success attained in the 
athletic, literary and social aspects of 
student life. The usual program in 
each of these spheres of activity has 
been carried on and in some cases 
with additions to what has been done 
in the past. In both Men’s and 
Women’s Athletics the calibre of the 
sport and sportsmanship has defi- 
nitely advanced. The literary execu- 
tive has definitely functioned as an 
integral factor and force as a result 
of its reorganization of last year. 
The winning of the Provincial Dra- 
matic Festival gives vidence of the 
calibre of drama on our campus. The 
operetta produced by our Philhar- 
monic Society gives indication of the 
interest in music and the Debating 
Society, which is enlarging its scope 
every year, again won the McGoun 
cup. In all these activities, athletic 
and literary, the scope has centred 
within the province. I feel this to 
be a very commendable and wise 
policy. 

The social activities have been car- 
ried out with a large degree of suc- 
cess; our centering of the responsi- 
bility for the entertainment of visi- 
tors in the hands of the vice-president 
has, I think, enhanced our organiza- 
tion of entertainment. 

The constitution was brought up- 
to-date and reprinted at the beginning 
of the year. A copy was given to 
each new student upon registration. 
During the past year there have been 
several cast amended, and two new 
acts added to the constitution. These 
I shall consider later in this report. 
Provision has been made for the print- 
ing of this year’s additions and 
amendments in pamphlet form in or- 
der that the student body may be 
aware of the changes made. I do 
not favor the tearing down and 
changing of a constitution, but I feel 
that the changes made this year have 
made for a clearer and more feasible 
working constitution. I would pass 
on to the incoming Council the sug- 
gestion that consideration be given 
to the possibility of drastically re- 
ducing the number of detailed stipu- 
lations as set forth in the constitu- 
tion. This would tend to more flexi- 
bility and require less tampering with 
statutes. 

A University Song has been secured 
through a very interesting and well 
organized competition. Mr. H. Prevey 
in this connection did excellent work. 

The Council had the attitude 
it is not necessary to keep the state 
throughout their term of office that 
of student government in continual 
revolution. Our function this year 
was to serve the students under the 
existing system as best we could, 
with a minimum of change other than 
these points for the better working 
of the existing system. 


FINANCIAL 


The year has been successful finan- 
cially. The surplus from the pre- 
ceding year was $405. This year’s 
ouncil disposed this sum in buying 
equipment. reprinting the constitution 
and painting the bleachers at the 
grid. Reserves in bonds and savings 
certificates at the beginning of the 
year stood at $1,305.00. Bonds to 
the extent of $500 have ben pur- 
chased this year, the reserve fund 
standing now, as follows: 

General Reserve 

Gateway Reserve 

Evergreen and Gold Re- 

serve 500.00 

Due to the fact that a compara- 
tively small sum was required to 
Rink, the rank fee was reduced at 
complete the payment of the Covered 
the beginning of the year from $3 
to $2. This, of course, meant a re- 
duction in Union fees. The general 
fee of $5 and the $2 Gateway fee 
remained the same. The Evergreen 
and Gold fee of $3 was charged with 
the option of the individual to with- 
draw the sum. 

Throughout the year every de- 
partment budgeted economically with 
close scrutiny over every dollar spent. 
At the same time I feel that every 
department enjoyed the freedom of 
scope it warranted, and never once 
was a request for an extension of 
the budget turned down by Council 
if reasonable justification was shown 
for expenditure. Several new chan- 
nels of expenditure were opened up 
during the year, but in spite of the 
increase of scope and the high calibre 
of activity sponsored, the Council was 
called upon to apportion an $1,880 
surplus on the year’s operations. Of 
this surplus, $1,080 of it came from 
Union General, $600 from The Gate- 
way, and $200 from the Evergreen 
and Gold. This, of course, was the 
direct result of very capable and 
efficient management on the part 
of the various department heads. An- 
other factor was the fact that any 
travelling which was undertaken was 
done so at very little cost to the 
Union. Of the $1,880 sum, $800 of 
the general surplus was allocated to 
the immediate purchase of equip- 


ment; $300 of The Gateway surplus 
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jwas set up as a protective reserve 


for next year’s operation on two 
issues per week. The Evergreen and 
Gold surplus was left as such. 

The Covered Rink fee was consid- 
ered in dtail throughout the year, 
and finally voted upon at the gen- 
eral election. The student body voted 
definitely in favor of maintaining 
the feet at $1.00. The rink reserve 
stands now at $2,133. This sum will 
be added to each year, permitting, 
at a future date, the extension and 
eventually the rebuilding of the rink. 
More than that, the setting up of 
this reserve fund will permit of the 
using of the rink mainly by students 
at a very low cost. In this way I 
feel the rink will become a more 
integral part of our campus com- 
munity. 

From the foregoing remarks I 
think it is obvious that the Students’ 
Union stands today in the strongest 
position financially that it has ever 
stood. I believe in the principle of 
building up reserve funds, and would 
advise a continued policy of placing 
such monies as are not needed imme- 
diately in reserve. 

The collection of fees as carried 
out saves the Union officials much 
work, but is a load for the General 
Office. I wish here to express 
thanks to Mr. West, Bursar, for his 
kind consideration in the collection 
and refunding of fees, for his gener- 
osity in helping to finance certain 
undertakings through carrying char- 
ges, and for his very helpful advice 
at all times. 

Mr, L. Jestley, treasurer, has just 
completed an outstanding year in his 
office. His grasp of affairs and his 
management have been invaluable to 
the Council. 

The office of accountant has been 
very efficiently held by Mr. R. W. 
Adshead, who has rendered great 
assistance. This year legislation has 
been passed to increase Mr. Adshead’s 
salary to $500, due to the fact that 
an increase in his duties has been 
caused through the taking over by 
the Union of the covered rink. 

With regard to the payment of 
honoraria to students, I have only 
this. to say. There are obviously 
certain offices within the Union 
which are justifiably recognized as 
necessitating some remuneration. In 
none of these offices does the sum 
paid begin to cover the time and work 
expended on them. . The difficulty 
arises, however, of drawing the line 
at which offices should be remuner- 
ative and which should not. The 
danger of distorted incentive must 
be guarded against, and the fact that 
we participate for the enjoyment and 
training derived therefrom must be 
kept to the fore. 

The financial set-up of the Union 
has been investigated this year by a 
committee appointed by the students 
in Union meeting. The objects of 
this committee were as follows: 

1. To investigate the conduct and 
operation of the system of finance 
employed by the Students’ Union and 
its component departments. 

2. To determine ways and means 
of effecting economies in the em- 
ployment of students’ funds as ap- 
plied to the support of Students’ 
Union activities. 

8. To investigate the possibility of 
a reduction in Students’ Union fees. 

The committee, through its chair- 
man, Mr. A. Bierwagen, had the fol- 
lowing recommendations to make: 

1. That the present system of Stu- 
dents’ Union organization and finan- 
cial administration be sustained as it 
now exists. 

2. That minor changes in the or- 
ganization and administration be left 
to the discretion of the Students’ 
Council. 

3. That the new Enforcement Com- 
mittee be employed to cope with the 
problem of laxity in the administra- 
tion of funds by the several depart- 
ments of the Union. 

4. That the present Year Book fee 
be maintained. 

5. That The Gateway budget be 
continued separate from the Stu- 
dents’ Union General budget, and 
the present Gateway fee be main- 
tained. 

6. That no reduction be made in 
the Stu@dents’ Union fee. 

_ A minority of the committee were 
in favor of reducing the fees by 
$1.00 on the ground that such reduc- 
tion of revenue would compel all or- 
ganizations to economise. A Stu- 
dents’ Union meeting was called to 
consider the entire question, but suf- 
ficient students did not turn out to 
enable discussion. I draw from this 
fact the one conclusion, that the 
students were in accord with the ma- 


jority report, and thus have every- 


confidence and satisfaction in the 
present scale of fees and activities. 


LEGISLATION 

It has been the endeavor this year 
of the Council to size up and re- 
shape such existing statutes as were 
considered unwieldy and difficult of 
execution. Two new statutes and 
several resolutions have been added. 

Considering the Acts which have 
been introduced for the first time 
this year, I would point out that the 
Council spent a good deal of time 
and thought on these before they 
were rounded into legislative form. 
As I have previously noted, the man- 
agement of the covered rink this 
year was taken over by the student 
body. One of the first tasks of the 
Council, therefore, was to provide for 
the operation and administration of 
the rink. Much the same personnel 
of the previous rink committees was 
taken over to act as the new com- 
mittee, with the following changes: 
The president of Women’s Athletics 
was given a place on the committee. 
The president of the Union was by 
statute made chairman of the com- 
mittee. Two members of the faculty 
or staff were appointed to sit on the 


committee as non-voting members. 


The committee enjoys unlimited free- 
dom in the execution of its tasks, but 
is in every respect responsible to the 
Students’ Council. 

The Committee for the Enforce- 
ment of the Constitution has been 
formed after much discussion and 
consideration of the whole problem 
of discipline. The Council felt that 
the right to adjudicate on disciplin- 
ary matters of a major or general 
nature should continue to rest in the 
hands of the Provost and those bodies 
which delegates its authority. 

The need for control over our own 
constitution and the protection of 
welfare relevant to the Students’ 
Union was felt quite keenly, with 
the result that an act to provide for 
this jurisdiction has bee drawn. I 
would like, at this point, to mention 
the name of Mr. P. Kilkenny, who did 
excellent work in the investigation 
of the disciplinary question and the 
drawing up of the new act. 

Changes have been made to the 
Point System Act as will make for a 
more equitable distribution of points. 
Also the placing of responsibility for 
the checking on all individuals hold- 
ing office, a  uhnstdthitETAOIN 
ing office, and thus the number of 
points they qualify for, in the hands 
of the Secretary of the Union will, I 
feel, cause the machinery of the act 
to function in a tangible manner. 

I feel quite satisfied that in all 
matters of legislation throughout the 
year that the Council has acted wisely 
and with much thought; it remaining 
for those who follow to assist in the 
determination of the success of this 
year’s legislative executions. 


THE COVERED RINK 


As I have noted previously, the 
Covered Rink was administered this 
year by the Students’ Council through 
the rink committee. The committee 
was fortunate in having Dr. Hardy 
and Mr. West sit with it as repre- 
senting the Board of Governors. Both 
Dr. Hardy and Mr. West have been 
in close contact with the management 
of the rink since it was built, and 
they proved of much help to those of 
us who had previously little knowl- 
edge of the rink. 

I would recommend the following: 

1. That the price of season tickets 
be reduced to a figure of approxi- 
mately $1.00. 

2. That in view of the fact that 
the senior league gives indication of 
causing difficulty in the arrangement 
for student hours of hockey, the 
league be not asked to play in the 
rink next year. 

3. That the cost of hockey per hour 
for students be reduced from $38.00 
to $2.50. 

4. That it be the policy of the 
rink committee of next year to con- 
sider the rink for students first; for 
overtown teams secondly. 

The rink is provided with a fee 
which has been voted for on the un- 
derstanding that preference shall be 
given on every occasion to students. 
It is only fair that, since the students 
have built and paid for the rink, 
they should now be the party to 
enjoy the use of it for hockey and 
skating. The size of the fee is suf- 
ficient to permit the scope necessary 
to do this. 


INTRODUCTION OF FRESHMEN 

As a result of the abolition of the 
old system of initiating new stu- 
dents, it was nceessary for last year’s 
Council to draw up legislation for 
the introduction of new students for 
future years. The new committee, 
consisting in the main of certain of- 
ficers of this year’s Council, outlined 
and carried forth a plan of introduc- 
tion which I feel met with the re- 
quirements of conditions and at the 
same time gave the freshmen a thor- 
ough introduction to their campus, 

We must face the fact that if we 
are going to break from a tradition, 
then we must make that break com- 
plete. There must be no indication 
of anything that bears resemblance 
to the hazing of previous years. We 
are appreciative of the co-operation 
and help given by the Alumnae Asso- 
ciation on the Saturday afternoon. 

I would recommend that the com- 
mittee for next year follow some- 
what the same course of action taken 
by this year’s committee. I cannot 
too strongly advise against anything 
which tends to place the freshman 
on a lower plane than that of other 
students, or any activity which would 
tend towards humiliation. 

In the following phase of this re- 
port I shall deal with the major de- 
partments operating within the Union. 
In doing so, I shall use in the main 
material from the reports submitted 
to me by the heads of these depart- 
ments. 


THE LITERARY ASSOCIATION 

Mr. K. Ives, who has given untir- 
ing service to literary activities on 
the campus for some years past, and 
who this year headed the literary 
executive, can look back on the year 
and feel that he has in a large part 
been responsible for the useful func- 
tioning of the literary executive. The 
following I have abstracted from his 
report: ee 

This year the Literary Association 
has functioned under a new organiz- 
ation. The president and secretary 
have had seats on the Students’ 
ouncil and ,have been directly re- 
sponsible to the Council for the ac- 
tivities of thé association. The pre- 
sidents of Debating, Dramatic and 
Philharmonic societies have had seats 
on the Literary Eecutive, and the 
president of the Political Science Club 
was admitted late in the session as a 
regular member. The duties of the 
president and secretary are largely 
supervisory as far as matters of 
major policy are concerned. Where 
friction has occurred it has been as 
the result of a divergence of opinion 
between the president or secretary 
of the Literary Association and the 
president of a subsidiary |society. 
Such clashes are to be expected, and 
are indicative of a healthy enthusiasm 
in the association’s activities. Such 
siderable degree of independence, has 
proved, and should prove in the fu- 
ture, of great practical value. 

The activities of the Debating So- 
ciety during the session have been 


highly successful. The Open Forum 
has enjoyed great popularity during 
the entire year. Many speakers have 
been discovered in the enthusiasti¢ 
audiences which have attended tht 
fortnightly meetings. The policy of 
expansion with regard to the provin- 
cial debates has provided many of 
the less experienced debaters of the 
society with an opportunity to repre- 
sent the University in various towns 
throughout the province. That this 
opportunity was appreciated was at- 
tested by the fact that there were 
many more applicants than there were 
opportunities. Further expansion 
along these lines should be a thing 
of the near future. Through the ef- 
forts of the N.F.C.U.S., the society 
presented two important innovations 
during the year: debates being ar- 
ranged with a French team from 
Montreal and an American team from 
Bates College. In the field of inter- 
varsity debating the society again 
managed to win the McGoun Cup, 
emblematic of the intervarsity de- 
bating championship of Western 
Canada. Particularly noteworthy in 
this regard was the victory of Messrs. 
Collins and Epstein at Saskatoon. 

The activities of the Dramatic So- 
ciety have also been considerably 
extended during the session. A one- 
act play was entered in the Alberta 
Dramatic Festival. The play pre- 
sented was “Derelict,’”’ and it achiev- 
ed the distinction of winning the Pro- 
vincial Competition. The play was 
taken to Ottawa to compete in the 
Dominion Festival. It is noteworthy 
that in Calgary the adjudicator, Mr. 
Rupert Harvey, gave the University 
entry 92% standing—the highest 
standing ever given to a festival play 
by Mr. Harvey. 

During the year an individual group 
of students presented R. C. Sheriff’s 
play, ‘“Journey’s End.” The Literary 
Association Executive feel that it 
might be well in future years that 
all student dramatic activities on the 
campus should at least come under 
the auspices of the recognized society 
for such activities, 

The major activity of the Philhar- 
monic Society during the session was 
the very successful presentation of 
the operetta, “Joan of the Nancy 
Lee.” The orchestra consisted of 27 
players and the chorus contained al- 
most 60 persons. The chorus and 
orchestra were under the very ca- 
pable direction of Mrs. J. B. Car- 
michael. Financially, the operetta 
was a marked success. Another 
much appreciated activity of the so- 
ciety is the music supplied by them 
at the performances of the Drmaatic 
Society. 

The spasmodic activities of the 
Political Science Club have drawn 
much attention on the campus. The 
purpose of the club is to promote 
political discussions and listen to lec- 
tures on political subjects. Attend- 
ance at meetings has varied from 200 
to 20, but the nucleus of a very suc- 
cessful club has been created. Late 
in the session the club was formally 
recognized as an integral part of the 
Literary Association, and its presi- 
dent was given a seat on the Literary 
Executive. 


EVERGREEN AND GOLD 

The following embraces, in the 
main, the substance of the report 
submitted to me by the Director, 
Harold Riley: 

It was suggested that the 1934 
Evergreen and Gold would be in the 
nature of an experiment—an experi- 
ment that would involve the most 
radical and far-reaching changes and 
alterations in the history of the an- 
nual. It must be admitted that the 
finished product bears very little re- 
semblance to its older brothers and 
sisters, but it none the less is a book 
for Alberta students. 

The changing of the style and shape 
of the book was enquired into very 
carefully. Comparisons were made 
with the annuals from other univer- 
sities—Canadian and American. It 
was decided that to alter the size 
and shape. would make for an im- 
proved annual. Accordingly, not 
without protest, the change was 
made. 

It is essential that an University 
annual be built around some central 
theme. Not daring to portray the 
more colorful subjects such as In- 
dians, cowboys and modernistic art, 
we safely invested in the theme of 
the rugged beauty of nature as found 
in our own province. It is due to 
these half-tones of Banff, Jasper, 
Waterton, farming and ranching 
scenes, etce., which make the Year 
Book so interesting. 

Just a word with regard to finance. 
To support such a publication should 
not be too heavy a financial burden. 
supervision, together with f con- 
The past few annuals have been pro- 
duced in years of rather acute finan- 
cial stringency, yet advertisers have 
been overly demonstrative of their 
confidence and goodwill. Before the 
changes were made, comparative costs 


of producing similar annuals were 
enquired into. The result would lead 
inevitably to the conclusion that on 
the present method of financing 
similar Evergreen and Golds can be 
produced at no increase in costs. 

I feel personally that this year’s 
book is undoubtedly the most out- 
standing publication of its kind to 
date. A great deal of credit must 
be given Mr. Riley for his individu- | 
ality, energy and originality in bring- 
ing to us the book which will set pre- 
cedent for the future. 


THE GATEWAY 


The Gateway, an integral and very 
necessary department of the Union, 
has functioned this year to the satis- 
faction of all. Mr. Perkins, Editor- 
in-Chief, has displayed good judg- 
ment both editorially and in his 
supervision over matter to be printed. 
The paper has, I feel, not only pre- 
sented the business of the Council in 
a fair way, but has at the same time 
kept the Council aware of student 
opinion with well-managed, construc- 
tive criticism. Mr. Jack Tuck, I 
feel, deserves much credit for the 
able and efficient way in which he 
has managed the business of the 
paper. 

The following is a summary of Mr. 
Perkins’ report: 

We have completed a year of some 
expansion, and we hope have laid 
the groundwork for much more. It 
might be well to commence a report 
with some discussion of the proposed 
bi-weekly publication of next year. 
We conducted an experiment for one 
month this year, but found ourselves 
somewhat handicapped by an inade- 
quate staff. This difficulty will be 
overcome by appointing an Editor-in- 
Chief to oversee the general policy 
of the paper, and under him two 
editors, each of whom will have com- 
plete charge of a paper, and appoint 
his own staff. The two organizations 
will then work entirely separately. 
If it is found desirable, one feature 
and one sports editor will be appoint- 
ed to oversee both papers. This is 
the scheme that has been adopted 
in the major universities issuing daily 
papers. 

The great bulk of our advertising 
is done before Christmas, and the 
added facilities given to the adver- 
tisers should return us large divi- 
dends during that time. This possi- 
bility was discussed with our most 
important advertisers, and they con- 
cur in this opinion. 

We will publish two issues a week 
for 30 issues, and then one a week 
for six issues. The reason for this 
is the difficulty involved in getting 
material. \ 

We find ourselves at the close of 
this year in a sound financial posi- 
tion. We have set up an organiza- 
tion working with an efficiency ca- 
pable of cutting costs to a minimum. 
While it is not desirable to return as 
large a surplus next year as this, if 
the same standard can be maintained, 
a proposal for a reduction in the cost 
of the paper to the students might be 
entertained. At the present we feel 
that it would be most unwise to at- 
tempt to reduce our Union allotment, 
in the face of our program of expan- 
sion. 


We strongly recommend every ef- 
fort being made to divorce the acti- 
vities and management of The Gate- 
way from the control of the Students’ 
Union. While the highest measure of 
co-operation is desirable, any inter- 
ference, in the editorial policy of the 
paper, dfeats what opportunity we 
have to held up student opinion to 
the Council. Last year Mr. Arnold 
adopted an attitude of interest with- 
out interference, which was much ap- 
preciated by my associates and my- 
self. The subscription fee collected 
from the students is a reasonable 
amount considering the advantages 
offered, and we feel it ought to be 
kept separate from Union funds, and 
administered by the Business Man- 
ager of The Gateway and the Union 
Accountant. This policy, while not 
having been fully adopted, has re- 
ceived the approval of past adminis- 
trations. 

My successor, Mr, Douglas McDer- 
mid, has been working with me all 
year, and is thoroughly familiar with
